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1. The Greek Army in collaboration with the Americans is accomplishing 
' wonders. ‘There is a difference of opirion amonz tne leaders rogerding 

the luss of human life. The Americcns recomiend that no attention be 
paid to losses of men on the pround that in this Way an end to the 
conflict will more quickly be reached and unexpected countermeasures 
Will be avoided. Among those who opposed this view was General 
Kalovercpoulos wio, by a decision of the Council of National Defense, 
was recalled from the front. 


20 In my opinion those who surport an offensive by vradual advances with 
Smaller Losses, ratner than a frontal attack, have this point in their 
favor: the guerrillas would rot escape into nei-hboring territory. 


3. The Gramios battle is in its final phase, wut the Greek problem is not 
finisned. Many of tne guerrillas have not oeen captured. The losses 
of the army, particularly in officers, is 2zreat. This rroves the self. 
sacrifice of the aray and particularly of the officers, waich (to be fair) 
has always characterized the Greek Amay. 


he I herewith transmit to you information avtzined from say French colleague 
which hz has received from his (Pronch) colleague in Aluania. It appears 
that tne Greek euerrillas have sustained groat losses, becuse in 
Gjinokaster, Korce, arc hlo.san, tne Aloanians have transformed the 
schools and warehouses into hospitals for the use of the fucrrillas 
fleeing from Greece. Recently the Russians in Aluania have urgently 
re. uested the dispatch of nedLesl sup.lies: fron Eulgeria, Hunvary, and 
Rumania. I do not xnar how.auch of this wterial can be broucht via 
Ye oslavia,y but I co nave informution thet such medical supplies 
cuntinue to ce sent to Alvania. 


5S. The Alc.nian border wlards nave recelved orders to disarm the cucrrillas 
wno cnter Slouniun territory. ‘Then taey reach the interior of Albania, 
however, they arc reared, and ufter a rest th Vv return to Greece as 
reinforceaents. Titis is the real meaning of disarmament, when Alnania 
proclaimed that snc was Gisarain: the Greek suerrillas. 
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The Russians who are in Albania are atteuwpting by every means to 
persuade the Alvanians not to fear the protests of Greece and the 
threats of the United Nations, since in the Security Council ‘the 
Soviet Union can use her right to veto, waking it imrossible for 
decisive measures to be taken. 


The general economic situat:.on of Albania is very bad, and the rain 
supply is poor, 


The production of petroleum has decreased since the Yuzoslav specialists 


left. It is intended that Russian specialists replace then, just as 


Russians have replaced the Yugoslavs in all the :nost important Albanian 
fovernuent services... rae : 


Within a few days Granmos will be cleared, but unless measures are 

taken to protect the vorder from new incursions Grammos will be full of 
guerrillas azain by the time the first snow falls, and + will be the 
same thing all over again. It is noteworthy that we did not expect to 
see so soon the appearance of significant nuubers of organized suerrillas 
(the rnumver reaches 600) in regions wich had been cleared. Such bands 
have appeared in the rear of Grawaos, in Soule in Eqirus, in Parnassas, 
Agrata, and Thessaly. ’ 


Recently there was a bold attack on Kalambaka, where the guerrillas 
entered and took prisoners, foodstuffs, and war materiel. In the region 


of the Sperchias River bards of less importunce have made an appearance.

The Peloponnesus is more and saore coming under the control of the 
guerrillas. As soon as the Graanos battle is finished, according to my 
information, large forces of the army will be occupied with clearing the 
Peloponnesus, from which the escape of the guerrillas will not be sa Easy 
It appears that after Gramaos, Markos will use the system of harassing 
the army from various bases. 


It is necessary to note especially the activity of the airforce in 
the Granmos battle. Its sorties weve 80% successful. The euerriilas 
who were forcloly recruited desert the bands at the first opportunity. 
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
